gold bars stolen from a truck here 
yesterday in a well-planned day­ 
light coup. 
Police said it appeared possible 
the gang which organized the coup

in Swiss criminal history — had 
succeeded in getting the bars into 
France. 
The shipment arrived from Paris 
by air yesterday. The bars were 
loaded on the truck of a Geneva 
transport firm.

Salamin, drove to the transport 
firm’s headquarters near Geneva’s 
main station to unload some of 
his other consignments, leaving the 
truck and the gold ungarded quite

Negro leader Dr. T. R. M. Howard 
said yesterday in a letter to FBI 
Chief J . Edgar Hoover. 
In reply to a letter from Hoover, 
Dr. Howard aLso said, “ the fact 
remains that the FBI cannot seem 
to solve a crime where a Negro is 
murdered by a white man m Mis- 
sissippd.” 
Hoover had 
accused 
Howard, 
president of the Mississippi Re­ 
gional Council of Negro Leader­ 
ship, of “ false and irresponsible 
charges against the FBI’s handling 
of several racial killings ia the 
Southern state. 
Dr. 
How'ard 
repeated 
in 
the 
letter statements which he said 
he made in a Baltimore speech. 
He also wrote that he has talked 
with “ many thousands of persons’ 
in the past month and: 
“ They are as dismayed as I am 
that murders can be committed 
in the United States and that mur 
derers can escape indictment, as 
in the George Lee and Leraar 
Smith ca« ses, or win acquittal as 
in the Emmett Till case, when, 
as in all of these cases, the facts 
about the cases are so well known 
to 
law 
enforcement 
authorities 
federal as well as state.” 
Till, 14, a Chicago Negro visiting 
an uncle near Money, Miss., was 
kidnaped last Aug. 28. Two white 
men were acquitted of murdering 
him. Smith was shot and killed 
last Aug. 13 at Brookhaven, Miss 
Lee, a leader of the National Assn 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, was found dead last May 
7 in his wrecked automobile in 
Belzoni, Miss N.AACP leaders say 
he was shot w'hile driving. 
Dr. Howard wrote that Lee “ who 
sought to vote, was murdered” aod 
both state and federal governments 
have declined to take ac'tion.

The Misswiri State Highway Pa 
trol received a report from a wait­ 
ress at a restaurant-motel near 
St. Louis last night that she had 
recognized a man as Irvin from a 
television picture she had seen of 
him. 
Early today, 
a bus depot em­ 
ploye at Rolla, 
Mo., 
lio miles 
southwest of St. I^ouis, told the 
patrol she had seen there a man 
closely fitting Irvin’s description. 
The most 
concentrated 
search 
was being conducted in the Eva<ns- 
ville area and in nearby sections 
of Kentucky and Illinois. 
Indiana state police said they 
had received an unverified report 
that a man of Irvin’s description 
was seen driving a dark colored 
car near .New Albany, acros« the 
river from Louisville, Ky. Also an 
unidentified motorist 
r ^ r te d 
z 
man who resembled Irvin had at 
tempted to force him off the road 
between New Castle and Muncie 
in east central Indiana. 
State police said many such re 
ports are received in widely pub­ 
licized escape« and that aU are 
being checked. 
Rlinois state police put out 
state wide alert for Irvin last night 
after authorities at Watseka, 111., 
said they had reports he had been 
seen in a Watseka tavern. 
Meanwhile, J aw officers and wit- 
n ^ e s in Irvin’s murder trial were 
given police guards as they hunted 
the 31-year-old former EvansviUe 
pipefitter. 
Irvin, convicted oi killing an 
Evansville man and also charged 
w'ith killing two Indiana women 
and three members of a Kentucky 
family, had been scheduled for 
transfer Monday to the Indiana 
State Prison at Michigan City to 
await execution in the electric 
chair J une 12, 
Ir\un, held in jail at nearby 
Princeton during the appeal period 
which followed his conviction and 
sentencing in Gibson Circuit Court, 
was 
missing at breakfast time 
yesterday. 
Bour jail doors had been either 
unlocked or locks picked. Sheriff 
Earl Hollen said, “ There had to 
be some outside help,” adding one 
man could not have opened the 
doors himself from the inside. The 
heaviest snowfall of the winter 
quickly covered his tracks. 
Only Irvin’s cellmate Lawrence 
Bryant. 57, Palestine, RL, await­ 
ing trial for a triple killing, saw 
him escape. 
Bryant insisted he knew nothing 
about the e.scape, but he later told 
Sheriff Hollen he saw Irvin dress 
and leave the cell betwen 10 and 
11 p.m. Wednesday. Brya.it said he 
saw no accomplices and did not 
know how Irvin managed to un­ 
lock the doors. 
Prosecutor Paul B. Wever who 
d i r e c t e d the prosecution that 
brought the death penalty for Ir­ 
vin, wore a ,38-caIiber pistol and 
said, “ I’m taking no chances. Ir­ 
vin’s mind doesn’t work like other 
people’s.” 
Special guards were given two 
Evansville 
schoolboys 
who 
sup­ 
plied an important due in the in­ 
vestigation that led to Irvin’s ar­ 
rest last April 8. 
Irvin was describe<j as a stocky 
200-pounder, 
5 feet II inches tall, 
with dark brown wavy hair, brown 
eyes and ruddy complexion. When 
he left the jail he was wearing a 
dark blue suit and gray overcoat 
and was bareheaded.

Effective Med ica l Ca re Pla n 


A study of the medical care and ser- 
\ices for persons with limited financial 
means in Missouri has been undertaken 
by the Missouri Health Council with its 
thirty-four agencies as members. The 
goal is to develop a state-wide program 
to take care of the state’s medically indi­ 
gent. 
In the absence of a state-wide pro­ 
gram responsibility for health service 
has been primarily a function of county 
government and without u n i f o r m i t y 
among counties, according to the Coun­ 
cil’s president W. G. Green. 
In the study of existing patterns of 
service we hope the Citizens Advisory 
Committee of fifteen people and the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee of the Mi.s.souri Health 
Council will ca.st more than a casual 
glance at the record of Pettis county 
whose unique medical indigent plan was 
given a trial nm last year, a detailed re­ 
port of which was given by Miss Rose- 
anne Dugan, director of the county office 
of the slate department of welfare, and 
published in this newspaper Sunday. 
A properly administered medical in­ 
digent program has been a pain in the 
neck in Pettis County for a long time 
until finally early last year Miss Dugan, 
the Pettis County Court, the Rothwell 
Hospital, the Pettis County Medical So­ 
ciety, the Sedalia Drug Store, Bard’s 
Drug Store and H urtt’s Pharmacy got 


their collective heads together and deter­ 
mined on a mutual plan of action. 
The entire operation co.st $11,000. 
The figures were laid on the table, re­ 
ported to the public, and weighed in the 
balance of service rendered. The accom­ 
plishment inspired Proctor N. Carter, 
state director of Welfare, to pass along a 
verbal posy of commendation: “an un­ 
usually fine program . . . I hope a similar 
plan might be placed in effect in some 
of our other counties.” 
Plans for indigent medical care un­ 
der Pettis (’ounty’s successful operation 
are made through Miss Dugan, director 
of welfare, who certifies the need for 
county financial assi.stance and recom­ 
mends payment of expenditures to the 
county court. It is a volunteer service. 
Preliminary succes.s of the medical 
care program was such that participating 
agencies have agreed to continue it. 
There is no assurance against some un­ 
predictable discouragements as time goes 
on, but one thing certain: 
When individuals work at cros.s pur­ 
poses oil any venture seeking to solve a 
muggy problem there is no solution. 
Wholesome cooperation of participating 
agencies in the Pettis County medical in­ 
digent program is dramatic and abundant 
proof of strength in unity. 
The pattern is available for borrow­ 
ing by other Mis.souri counties.

WASHINGTON — Eba.sco, the firm that en­ 
gineered the Dixon-Yates fia.sco, is about to har­ 
vest a juicy plum from the government’s for- 
eign-aid program. 
Some government officials 
regard it as an. indirect payoff for failure to go 
through with Dixon-Yates. 
Wholly-owned subsidiary of the Electric Bond 
and Share C:orporation that once owned Edgar 
Dixon’s middle south utilities, Eba.sco Services 
is also the engineenng firm that drafted the 
original Dixon-Yates protiosal. 
Though the international Cooperation Adminis­ 
tration headed by John B. Hollister is doing its 
level best to maintain ironclad secrecy, I can 
reveal that his outfit plans to award Ebasco a 
ioreign-aid contract so juicy that eight other 
companies wanted it. 
Despite tins, Ebasco 
was selected witiiout competitive bids, by Ab­ 
bott K. Hainilton, director of ICA’s m dustnal 
resources office and a former vice-president of 
Commercial Solvents Corporation. 
Th^ newly proposed contract calls lor a m as­ 
sive review of Syngman Hhee's plans tor the 
economic development of Korea. As part of the 
survvey, Ebasco would review toreigu-aid pro­ 
jects requested by the Korean goveriiinent, then 
would help Holflsler and his ICA solicit bids ¿md 
award the construction contracts. 
The clincher is Ebasco’s demand iur a one 
per cent commission oh all construction con­ 
tracts awarded under the survey, hince tiie Ko­ 
rean aid program la ICA’s biggest, llie commis­ 
sions might run inio millions, and backstage, 
the proposal has iiteraJiy got iCA’s experts 
boiling. 
Reason: it would tempt Ebasco to ap­ 
prove ail sorts of aid projects desired by tne 
Korean government. 
For the more projects 
approved, the higher Ebasco’s proiits. 
“ No Comment“ 
Despite the violent criticism ol ICA's jBxperts, 
Hamilton ha.s already okayed the one per cent 
commission demanded by Ebasco. The contract 
now needs only the approval of Hollister hmi- 
self. 
The Korean government, however, is not .sold 
on ielling Ebasco handle the survey. Therefore, 
ICA is sending iour Ebasco represenlatives to 
Seoul to win over Synghman Hhee. 
Each will 
collect a $25-a-day expense account from ICA 
while trying to convince Hhee to accept Ebasco. 
Though such contracts are usually awarded by 
IC.A’s office of contract relations, this pet pro­ 
ject is being handled by Hamilton personally. 
Details are so secret that they have even been 
kept from Hamilton’s bos.s, Dr. William F. Bus­ 
sell. 
When Hamilton’s oifice was queried regarding 
the proposed contract, he refused to talk.

A request comes from Mrs, I,, 
to di.scuss fibrositis. its cause and 
treatm ent. 
This Is not easy to do but since 
physicians make the diagnosis of 
fibrositis 
rather 
frequently 
per­ 
haps some general rem arks will 
be in order. 
Perhaps the best way to de­ 
scribe fibro.sitis is to call it a 
kind of rhrumati.sm which attacks 
the .soft tLssues such as the mus- 
cle.s and ligaments and others ly­ 
ing under the skin more than the 
joints themselves a.s is the ca.se 
in arthritis. 
It probably cannot be consid­ 
ered a single disease, tiowever, 
since sometimes if hits only cer­ 
tain parts of the body and at other 
times 
it 
is 
.spread 
over 
wide 
areas. The most fre<tuent symp­ 
toms are pain and aching 
sore- 
ne.ss when the affectcsi part is 
moved, and stiffness. 
The involvt-d ti.s.sues are con­ 
sidered inflamed. 
Fibrositis 
may start suddenly 
with pain in some part of the 
body for no apparent reason. It 
may also begin 
gradually with 
fatigue starting before the .sore- 
nes.s. pain and stiffness. 
Many possible causes for fibro- 
silis are recognized. 
The mo.st 
common is as.sociate<l with some 
infectious or toxic condition. 
Injury is also a common cause, 
but 
sometimes 
the 
injur>' 
may 
have been so slight as to escape 
notice. 
Cold, 
overexertion 
and 
overexposure 
are 
commonly 
blamed. 
When the fibrositis is associated 
with an acute inftvtion, re.st and 
the appropriate treatm ent for that 
infection is needed. If it come.s 
with upsets of the stomach and 
intestines, perhaps a liquid or soft 
diet is in order. 
'File removal of an infeeled tooth 
or ton.sils may or may not help.

The recent M a n tour of Com­ 
munist bosses Krushchev and Bul­ 
ganin is a case in point. The 
Russian 
leaders 
denounced

West from one end of the sub­ 
continent to the other. According 
to dispatches from India. Prime 
Minister Nehru has since private­ 
ly criticized the harshness of the 
language used by his visitors. 
But note that Nehru has said 
nothing officially. And note that 
he made no effort to curb the 
invective against the West when 
he could have. A discreet expres- 
sion of displeasure, such as Nehru 
voiced after me departure of his 
windy guests, w ould‘have toned 
down their attack when they were 
in India, 
The fact is that Nehru’s oppor­ 
tunistic policy often masks India’s 
rivalry with Red China. Nehru 
to put it simply, is out to get 
what he can for India from either 
the East or West. 
That’s 
the 
way 
most 
of our 
State 
Department 
planners size 
up the problem. And their view­ 
point is .shared by most journal­ 
ists familiar with India. The very 
able Ferdinand Kuhn, for exam ­ 
ple, recently reported in the Wash­ 
ington Post and Times Herald: 
. . India is a deeply self cen­ 
tered country. Its leaders are ob- 
.sps.sed with the problems of In­ 
dia’s internal development. They 
care little what other countries 
say or do except in terms of In­ 
dia’s own immediate interests.” 
The important long run angle 
for the I’nited States, though, is 
that India and 
Red China 
are 
certain to collide. India is grow­ 
ing along democratic lines. It is 
vitally intereste<l in the political 
orientation of its neighbors. And 
without exception, 
its neighbors 
are directly in the line of Rod 
China’s advance. 
Until very recently, it has been 
difficult for Asians to share the 
alarm aggressive communism has 
aroused in the West. 
For one 
thing, Russia is not cursed with 
a hi.story of imperialistic colonial­ 
ism in .Asia, 
But the gravity of the new men­ 
ace is impressing Asians — even 
Indian.s. Red China’s invasion of 
Tibet was an eyeopener. 
India while maintaining cordial 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Red 
China and Russia, has clamped 
down hard on the native Com­ 
munist party. There are undoubt­ 
edly more Communists in jail in 
India than in any other country. 
And though Nehru is critical of 
the Nationalist regime on 
For­ 
mosa, he doe.s not advocate re­ 
turning the island to China. 
If 
the 
Indian 
experiment 
in 
democracy 
succeeds, 
the 
Free 
World will benefit. Asia will be 
able to see for itself that there 
is 
an 
attractive 
alternative

Interpreting The News

Various straws in the wind have been suggesting for some 
time that Red China either intends to attack Quemoy and Matsu 
islands this spring, or else deliberately create a new period of 
tension in the Formosa situation as she did last spring. 
The sudden outburst of disruptive propaganda by Peiping’s rep­ 
resentative at the Geneva discussions with the United States adds 
to the prospect that the stage is being set for some change in 
the virtual truce which has ex isted in the Formosa Strait for 
some time. 
Adm Arthur Radford, chairman of the J oint Cluefs of Staff, 
just back from a world inspection tour, ranks Formosa right up 
with the Middle East among the chief danger points today . For­ 
mosa was one of the points where Secretary Dulles said the 
United States had been brought to the brink of war only to escape 
through firm action. 
That statement still stands, and is part of the American 
attitude which brought Wang Ping-nan’s outburst at Geneva. The 
United States, he complained in a maze of double-talk, won’t 
concede Red China’s right to attack Formosa. 
This recognition is the chief assurance that whatever Peiping 
may be planning for the spring, it is much more likely to be 
political and for propaganda purposes than for war. As long as 
the American fleet is present and America’s determination un- 
diminished a direct Red attack would appear to Ik * most foolish. 
The United States, in the Geneva talks has been try ing to 
get the Reds to eschew the use of force in the dispute Since no 
immediate political 
settlement 
is 
in 
view, 
this 
would 
mean 
leaving the matter of sovereignty on the list of East-West issues 
which seem likely to remain unsettled. This was the method 
used to stop the Korean war after the United Nations had demon­ 
strated that aggression would be resisted. 
Under other circumstances, the Chinese statement at Geneva 
would be taken as the singal for the end of the talks 
But the 
United States does not intend to break them off. and Peiping 
still has its objective of getting American diplomatic recognition 
and a seat in the United Nations. 
* 
The bluster over Formosa may be directed primarily in that 
direction, rather than toward a settlement of the island's^ fate, 
for which the Reds can have little hope. They 'd like to be paid for 
not doing something they can’t do.
